Subsidy to Hospitals 
The county supervisors yesterday adopted a plan for 
revamping the county's ambulance-hospital system for 
the victims of accidents and sudden illness. 
Palm Springs Community hospital stands to benefit 
greatly from the new system in cases where victims of 
accident are unable to meet hospitalization costs. 
The plan is that the county 
7:O rnm eni wiil give financial 
s. 3L,rt to private hospitals and 
?mmnance companies whenever 
tney give care to victims who 
are too poor to pay their ex­ 
penses. 
Until now', private hospitals 
took a full loss when they gave 
care to a patient who had no 
money. The result has been less 
effective care for the patient. 
When hospitals have been 
unable to determine whether 
a patient could pay his bills, 
they have often sent him on to 
the county’s General hospital 
after giving the patient only 
primary first aid. tThe General 
hospital is responsible for the 
care of people w’ithout money.) 
The delay in treatment and 
the ride—often long and rough 
—can mean the difference be­ 
tween life and death, according 
to the County Medical associa­ 
tion.It was the County Medical as­ 
sociation. represented by Dr. 
jT. P. McCullough of Riverside, 
that first proposed the plan to 
the supervisors, in February of 
year. It is similar to ,one

CITY COUNCIL MEETINGS don’t seem to be as peace­ 
ful as they were a year ago and differences of opinion 
on matters brought before the city fathers are being 
openly expressed. This is as it should be. If all of the 
interests in the city are represented, there is bound to 
be a difference of opinion. Look what goes on in the U.S. 
congress and state legislature! While our city council is 
non-political it never-the-less is set up as a representativo 
body.For one thing, the council doesn't seem to agree on 
who should fill the seat to be vacated by Gordon Feek- 
ings. Although not yet discussed in an open meeting, the 
subject is being considered by all of the members. Most 
discussion is about Reed Hubbell who has been active 
in civic affairs in the city for about seven years. He is 
well-qualified for the position and has the advantage of 
being ab>e to devote considerable time to city affairs 
because he has recently retired from active business. 
Then too, he would not be in the position of having to 
decide issues that affected his personal business interests, 
which is often the case with most councilmen. 
While The Desert Sun favors the appointment of 
Hubbell, we think it is a wholesome situation—as ex­ 
pressed above—that he is opposed by some of the mem­ 
bers. We just hope that enough of the members favor 
him to make possible his appointment. 
If the city council cannot agree on someone in district 
three to replace Feekings, it can call an election for the 
purpose. It might be just as well to let the people of his 
district name a successor; that should be their privilege 
under the district plan, anyway.

Not Our Gypsy! 


Gypsy Rose Lee, the young lady who 
made strip teasing an art, has been_ ac­ 
cused of Communist sympathies. Now, 
Communists usually work under cover 
but Miss Lee 
has never done that. 
Whether or not Miss Lee has any Red 
sympathies we don't know but we don't 
imagine that this unproved charge, as so 
many of these charges are, will make 
her less popular with the public—par­ 
ticularly the men. Not so fortunate, how­ 
ever. was Jean Muir, the prominent radio 
actress who recently lost her job be­ 
cause she was listed as a Communist 
sympathizer by a pamphlet published in 
the east. No proof was offered to sub­ 
stantiate the accusation and Miss Muir 
vehemently denied it. But she lost her 
job anyway. In other words she, like 
manv others so accused, is assumed to 
be guilty until proved innocent. That’s 
the typical Communist attitude. Srf, the 
accusers and the general public follow 
the Communist technique in dealing with 
persons accused of such affiliations. How 
long is this sort of thing to go on? How 
long shall irresponsible and loose spoken 
accusers be permitted to blacken the 
character of others and jeopardize their 
careers without providing a shred of 
evidence to substantiate their charges? 
If the superpatriots detest Communism 
whv do they adopt its methods? Public 
indifference to this practice is one of 
the gravest dangers in America today. 


The Boom Goes On 


Despite the restrictions imposed in 
July to ease the labor and material de­ 
mands and to curb inflation, the hous­ 
ing construction industry appears cer­ 
tain to set a new building record this 
year. 
During the first eight months of 1950 
nearly 950,000 new housing units have 
been started. Even if the number in the 
last four months should slump sharply 
the total would still be above the pre­ 
vious record of slightly over one million. 
With her ever rising population need­ 
ing more and more living accommoda­ 
tions California has been right at the top 
of the building procession. Construction 
here has outstripped the combined totals 


of several of the other largest states. 
This is certainly a tribute both to the 
energy and ingenuity of our builders and 
to the cooperation of our banking insti­ 
tutions which have led the way in pro­ 
viding funds for California home build­ 
ing. Our problem out here, of course, 
is to build dwelling units as rapidly as 
the population influx requires. It's no 
small task. 
Government officials have expressed 
the view that if the volume of home 
construction is reduced somewhat in the 
next year it can be carried on without 
priorities and controls. This is based, 
however, on the assumption that there 
will not be "wild stockpiling"—a practice 
well worth avoiding. 
Plus Values 


There is something more to adver­ 
tising than solely that of selling goods 
or services. Unless the space used in 
newspapers or other media helps to cre­ 
ate better public relations the advertis­ 
ing effort falls short of what should be 
its full purpose. 
In giving the keynote address at the 
Financial Public Relations Association 
national convention in Boston early this 
week, L. E. Townsend, head of Bank of 
America’s public relations and adver­ 
tising division, drove home this point. 
His topic was: "Does Your Advertising 
Yield Plus Values in Public Relations?” 
The use of advertising to create good 
will as well as to stimulate a demand 
for a product or service is not limited 
to national concerns. It applies also to 
the merchant or tradesman in the small­ 
est community. Unfortunately, s o m e 
proprietors seem to feel that posting 
advertising banners in their own shop 
windows is all they need. Aside from 
the fact that these reach only the people 
who pass by, rather than the greater 
part of the community, they do nothing 
to build up in the public mind the reali­ 
zation of the value and service of that 
business to the community. 
There is no substitute for advertising, 
especially when the advertiser keeps in 
mind its overall purpose as well as its 
immediate goal. Hence every business­ 
man should aim for the plus values 
which advertising intelligently designed 
and consistently used can bring him.

In 1947, w ith th e conditions 
of W orld W ar II still fresh in 
our m inds.
